HAVANA (UPI)Fidel Castro’s 
revolutionary forces searched to­ 
day for 500 stolen rifles and am ­ 
munition believed taken by the ri­ 
val “ revolutionary directorate” in 
a challenge to C astro’s authority 
Castro himself in a two-hour ra ­ 
dio speech from arm y headquar­ 
ters at Camp Columbia promised 
to exhaust every effort to recover 
the stolen arm s.
